paved .streets. Collectors arc threatening to extend penalties 
against owners who fail to pay their improvement district as- 
sessments by Saturday night. The Star has something to 
suggest to the city government and the taxpayers that would 
give the owners of real property a "break."

Every once in a while you road in 


the news disprttches of some munici- 
pal-plant town which has so.success- 
fully mnmijfed its affairs that the city 
mlllage has been dropped. 


It is possible for the City of Hopo 


to do so—but' only if we agitate n 
definite plan, and stick to it. 


In the first place, the city would 


have to rigorously collect all its so- 
called "nuisance taxes," the street tax. 
auto license, and similar special levies. 


And in the second place, the city's 


budget would have to be drawn with 
abandonment of the 5-mill revenue 
cWarly in mind. 


The City of Hope taxpayer is faced 


with the following general tax bill 
each spring: 8.7 mills stale tax; 18.0 
mills school tax; 3.0 mills county road 
tax; 5.0 nulls county tax; 5.0 mills 
city tax—a total of 38.7 milts. 


Elimination of the City of Hope's 


5-mill tnx would reduce the taxpay- 
er's general burden by one-eighth. 


The City of Hope can not legally 


help the t»uycr of street improvement 
district assessments as such; but the 
City of Hope can help indirectly by 
forgiving the 5-mill city 
levy—and 


we ought to work in this direction.

WASHINGTON—In the background

Johnson Hagood is tho bitter griev- 
ance of the regular army against New 
Deal agencies which have so much 
money to spend. 


When General Hagood slightingly 


referred 
to WPA funds as "stage 


money" and indicated it was not being 
worthily expended, he expressed the 
attitude of mast of the army.

And army men have been bitter 
over the ease with which the sums 
denied them liave been shelled out to 
agencies.

The cold frame Is one- of the ncr- 


sary .requirements t.t. a good garden. 
Sued of early plants may be started 
nnd young plants grown in the cold 
frame before they are set into the 
field in early spring. It may also be 
used to winter-over violets, pansies, 
and many other types of hardy flow- 
ering plants. 


The cold frame consists of an en- 


closure of wood covered by special 
standard sash made for this purposl, 
'.hree feet wide and six feet long. It 
may be made in either two, three, or 
(our sash units, or it may be built 
against the south side 
of the house 


with an outlet througli a celar window 
so that the temperature in the frame 
may be modified during extremely 
cold weather. 


Preparation of the cold frame is like 


'hat of the window bix. Approximate- 
ly two inches of well-rotted manure, 
'"af mold, peat moss or other organic 
material is placed on the bottom. On 
'np of this place three to four inches 
of well-prepared garden soil con- 
taining available plant nutriments. 


The cold frame must receive care- 


ful attention when 
it is in use, for 


temperature, moisture, ventilation, and 
extra protection at night are necessary 
to maintain proper growing conditions. 


Tomatoes, eggplants, and 
peppers 


require the entire growing season to 
develop. The seed must be sown ant! 
the young plants started at least six to 
eight wcokrf before they aro'!to be 
planted in the garden. 


Early cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli, 


Kohl-rabi. and 
early 
celery seed 


should nso be started early, so that 
young plants will be available in the 
early spring for outdoor panting. 


By planting the seed of lettuce, en- 


dive, and beets in flats, or by slat-tint;

the first president of the republic of 
Texas, and the first senator the'new 
state sent to Washington.
